To the Honorable, the Legislature:

In accordance with Section 9143 (2zp60D1 Wsconsin Act
16, 1 am enclosing the Department of Revesustudy
regardingmoving tax processing activities to southwestern
Wisconsin.

The Department has concluded that moving dax
processingctivities away from their centralized location in
Madisonto anotherpart of the state would not be the most
cost-effectiveor eficient useof the states limited resources.
Some of the important reasons DOR believes that our
processingctivities should remain in Madison include:

*  Efficient use of equipment, space and otphaysical
resources. The department has a new building in
Madisonthat was specificallgesigned to accommodate
tax processing activities.

*  Security and confidentiality of tax records. The
department’'sexisting consolidatedocation for tax
processindends itself well to maintaining theecurity
and confidentiality of tax records that we strive .for
Transportatiorof records to a location outside of our
central office adds a new level of complexity to
processingnd may introducepportunities for security
andconfidentiality breaches.

*  Additional cost. Our cost estimateslicate that moving
tax processing to #ocation outside of Madison would
resultin substantial one-time costs as well as increased
on-goingcosts.

DOR continues to work to maintain a stable, integrated
tax-processingnvironment. Our primary focus has been to
increase electronic filing, paying, and other forms of
electronicbusiness. Ithe future, we see further reduction of
costly and time consuming manu@rocessing of paper
documentsand reduced reliance onTE staf through
implementationof more efficient processing technologies
andprocedures.

Theenclosed report details our researegiarding a possible
processingmove and includes a detailed cost assessment.
